Washington, March 18.—Quite unex- 
ectedly on tho floor of the senate last 
ronlng Senator Proctor arose and related 


story of bis observations while on his 


cent tour of the Island of Cuba. All of 
he senators listened attentively and tho 
alleries were crowded. The senator gave 
description of the country, of the mlli- 
iry occupation hy the Spaniards, of the 
letress and sickness and death among the 
on-combatants, of the noble walk ot 
lara Barton and of tho abandonment of 
be fertile fields of Cuba. 
He sated that 


lereare ("0,000 Spanish foldiers on the 
land flt for duty, out of 200,000 sent 
bere.aud that there aro S6,00it insurgents 


Cuba, not one has been counted favoring 
the insurrection at flrst. They were busi- 
ness men and wanted peace, but said it 
was too late for peace under Spanish sov- 
ereignty. They characterized 
Weyler's 


order in far stronger terms than I can. 
I could not bnt conclude that you do not 
havo to scratch an autonomist very deep 
to Dnd a Cuban. 
There Is soon to be an 


election, but every polling place must be 
inside a fortified town. Snob elections 
ought to be eafe for the 'ins.' 


'I have endeavored to state In not in- 


temperate mood what I saw and heard, tu 
make no argument thereon, but leave ev- 
ery one to draw his own conclusions. To 
me the strongest appeal is not the barbar- 
ity practiced by Weyler nor the loss of the 
Maine,'if our worst fears should prove 
true, terrible as aio both of these inci- 
dents, but the spectacle of a million and a 
halt people, the entire nativo population 
of Cuba, struggling for freedom and de- 
liverance from the worst misgovernment 
of which I ever had knowledge. 


DESERE FREEDOM. 


'"But whether our action ought not to 


be Influenced by any one or all these 
things and it so, how far. is another ques- 
tion. I am not in favor of annexation, 
not^beoause I would apprehend any par- 
ticular trouble from it, but because It is 
not wise policy to take In any people of 
foreign tongue and training and without 
any strong guiding American element. 


' The fear that if free the people of 


Cuba would be revolutionary is not so 
well founded as has been supposed, and 
the conditons for good self-government 
are far more favorable, lha large num- 
ber of educated and patriotic men, the 
great sacrifices they have endured, the 
peaceable temperament of the people, 
white and black, the wonderful prosper- 
ity that would come surely with peace 
and good home rule, the large influx of 
Americans and English immigration and 
money, would all bo strong factors for 
stable Institutions. 


'But it Is not my purpose'at this time, 


nor do I consider it my province, to sug- 
gest any plan. I merely speak of the

AUTONOMY A FAILURE. 


Continuing the senator said: 
"There 


s no doubt that General Blanco is acting 
n entire good faith: that ne desires to 
give the Cubans a fair measure of anton- 
imy, as Campos did at the close of the 
en years' war.

I bavo never had any 
communication, dltect or Indirect, with 
the Cutiau junta In this city or with any 
ot its members, nor did I have with the 
iunta'wbloh exists In every large city and 
town of Cnba. None of the culls I made 
•sere, on parties of whose sympathies I 
had the least knowledge, except that I 
knew some of tbem were classed as au- 
tonomists. Most or my informants were 
business men. who bad no sides, and rare- 
ly expressed themselves. I bad no meant 
of guessing In advance what tbelr an- 
swers would be, and was In most eases 
greatly surprised at their frankness. 


'I Inquired In regard to autonomy of 


men of wealth and men as prominent In 
business as any In the cities of Havana, 
Matancas and Sagua,bankers, merchants, 
lawyers and autonomist officials, some of 
tbem Spanish born, bnt Cuban bred; OLe 
prominent Englishman, several 3f tbem 
known as autonomists,and severaljof them 
telling me they were still telievere In an- 
tonemy If practicable; bat without e^cep- 
tion they replied that it was'too late for 
that.' Some favored a United State* 
protectorate, some annexation, some free

DELIN'A READER ROIJERTS. 


(About to Be Presented with a Medal for 


Bravery Displayed During tho War.) 


"The bullets," says Mrs. Roberts, "were 
flying- around us thick and fast. En 
gineor WetzeJl stayed but a moment, 
and then fell on liis bands and knees 
011 the office floor, crept to the stair- 
way that led downstairs and disap- 
peared. After the battle I learned that 
he went for safety to the hold of the 
boat. 
Capt. Cayton tried to pull me 


off the stool, but deserted me and vent 
en his hands and knees after the other 
ou«. Then Capt. Baldwin, of the boat, 
grabbed me. He, too, fell on his hands 
and knees and went with his head fore- 
most down the stairs to the hold of the 
boat. 


"As soon as he was gone I flew from 


my stool and ran downstairs to the 
gang plank and on to the cornfield. 
The first soldier I saw down I stopped 
BTid helped to raise. I bore him, groan- 
ing and crying with pain, to the boat. 
I ran as fast as 1 could to the field 
again and brought in the same manner 
another wounded soldier. 
I made 22 


trips of this 
kind, 
and 
each 
time 


brought back a wounded man and filled 
the two staterooms between the wheels 
of the boat. 


"When I ran through t.he cabin for 


another wounded soldier the men were 
retreating in confusion, and the lower 
deck and plank were full of excited and 
running soldiers. The four boats pulled 
out in the river, ran back 2y3 miles 
and anchored uutil the earliest dawn 
of day." 


After acting as hospital nurse, and 


on the second morning after the battle, 
Col. Wheatley, so says the Xew York 
Herald, invited Miss header out on the 
bow to <ake leave of and bid farewell 
to the boys, for they were leaving the 
bouts that morning to go overland, a 
roundabout, way, to reach Col. Mulli- 
gan.
